DtlH  ACTIONS 


In  an  effort  to  present  the  isitua- 
tion  with  respect  lo  the  administra- 
tion of  alTaira  in  Oak  Bay  aa  they 
were  viewed  by  the  Counoll  at  last 
year  aad  the  portion  that  haa  to  be 
faoad  for  the  coming  term,  the 
counen  has  prepared  a  etatement 
which  it  la  giving  to  the  public  aa 
«ome  puldo  In  deciding  the  election 
that  will  be  held  on  Saturday. 

Of  last  year's  Council  the  Raeve  haa 
been  elected  by  aeelaasatloa  and  of 
the  remaining,  mambars  two  ara  not 
again  seeking'  election.  Theae  are 
Councillors  Goodlake  and  Haynen.  The 
remainder  of  the  council  are  all  In 
the  running  foi  ofn<  e  for  the  ensijlnr 
year.  Recently  the  Katepayer.s'  Asao- 
clation  of  Oak  Bay  waa  organised  and 
proceeded  to  take  an  active  part  In 
the  forthcoming  election.  In  a  quiet 
way  quite  a  vlgoroi:o  campaign  la  in 
prof:ress  in  the  neighboring  manlel- 
pality.  80  far  there  haa  been  an 
.ibsence  of  public  meetings,  but  a  aya- 
tem  of  Inteniiive  canvassing  In  many 
dlrectlona  Is  .said  to  lie  in  progroga.

pronounced  by  the  Cebnoll  cm  more 
than  one  recent  occaaien. 

llae  Bdmi  ■antd 
"The  hiatary  of  thla  quaatlop  la  aa 
follows:   In  tha  Sehool  eatlaaktes  pre- 
sented In  February,  l*tS,  waa  Included 

t7f>.ooo  for  a  new  high  school.  As  a 
mailer  of  routine,  seeing  that  this  sum 
could  not  he  paid  out  of  current 
revenue,  the  Iteni  was  liirne,i  down, 
leaving  the  School  Hoard  to  ask  for  a 
by-law  later  on  if  It  thought  fit.  Later 
on  the  School  Board,  without  further 
conaaltlng  the  Counall,  employed  an 
architect  to  get  out  plana  and  apecl- 
flcatlona.  and  theae  were  for  >he  flrat 
lime  submitted  tn  the  Council  on 
October  2  2  and  were  much  dlacussed 
with    the    trusteaa   l»  aa  antlraiy 

friendly  spirit. 

"Th'y  were  objected  to  on  the  score 
of  probable  expenaa  and  other  raaaelM 
and  an  aoUmate  of  oaat  waa  aakad  for. 

"On  Oetobrr  2t  the  Council  passed 
a  reaolntlon  agreeing  that  further 
accommodation  must  be  provided. 
This  was  done  becaune  the  Kducallon 
department  stipulaleil  lh«t  mii  h 
action  must  he  taken  before  tiovern- 
ment  aid  could  l>e  granted.  This 
action  of  the  Council  soema  to  have 
been  repreaentad  aa  an  approval  of 
the  plana.  It  wma  not  ao  la  fact,  nor 
waa  it  ao  undarstoad  by  tha  tmateee. 

"The  r'oiincii  during  the  paat  year 
haa  at  all  times  shown  Itaelf  in  be  In 
favor  of  provldinr  "H  n»'i  es.'-a ry  school 
arcommoda  I  ion  at  a  reaaonable  cost, 
but  thcr  did  not  think  that  the 
truateea  had  been  able  to  consider  the 
■aanalal  load  of  the  taxpayera  with 
th«  aama  degraa  of  kaowladga  aa  tha 
Raava  and  Council. 

"After  giving  our  taxation  problems 
moat  anxious  and  careful  thought 
through  tha  year  It  waa  unanlaioaaly 
ooMieorad  that  tha  tiaia  had  eoma  for 
taxing  improsrementa  la  order  that 
the  burden  of  taxation  might  be  dls- 
trlltUted  mor*-  evenly.
